Under a recent change iii the 
eligibility requirements for Farm 
Housing Administration loans, a 
farmer who owns a farm that will 
annually produce for sale or home 
use at least $400 worth of com­ 
modities may, if he meets other 
eligibility requirements, be able 
to obtain an FHA loan. 
B. Beeson Snyder, FHA county 
supervisor for Allegany and Gar­ 
rett counties, announces that pre­ 
viously an applicant had to own 
a farm that would produce a 
substantial 
amount of the op­ 
erator's income. 
FHA loans are made by the 
administration and are used to 
construct and repair farm houses 
and farm service buildings. 
Since this program has been in 
progress, 17 loans totaling $129,- 


820 have been advanced for this 
purpose in Allegany and Garrett 
counties, he added. 
Other eligibility 
requirements 
for FHA loans remain unchanged.

New Refinement 
*ln Reconnaissance 


It is hard to keep i p with what’s going on 
these days. Now it is the Blue Scout rocket that 
put up a payload of varied kinds of radiation 
detectors. The U. S. Air Force says its purpose 
was to detect and report nuclear explosions at 
high altitude. 


If this first trial showed a failure of instru­ 
ments, the Blue Scbut is a logical further step 
in reconnaissance against enemy attack. Already 
the “reconnaissance satellite,” so-called, 
has 
proved that a half dozen of them can scan during 
sunlight hours every spot on earth daily, sending 
back pictures. 
With radar it could even see through dark­ 
ness or cloud cover to spot movements of troops 
or ships. But it is apparent that full reconnais­ 
sance must be able to look up and around as 
well as down—so as to pick up nuclear explosions 
with precision. 
Since precision is vital, it is not difficult to 
w e the importance of what more of the Blue 
Scout's instruments are expected to do. They 
could help scientists draw a radiation roadmap 
Bt various altitudes in space and would note any 
major differences that could indicate a nuclear 
explosion. 
This latest development, when successful, 
would seem to supplement whatever means have 
existed to detect and pinpoint nuclear tests at 
o r near the surface of the earth. Without this 
development the Russians could piously restrict 
their own future surface tests while indulging, 
fancy-free, in bomb bursts at a height of a hun­ 
dred miles or so without fear of detection.

White the election of the President is very impor­ 
tant, it is never the whole story. In our form of gov­ 
ernment. the center of power is in the Congress, in both 
Houses, and the election of .Senators and Representatives 
is equally vital to the welfare of the nation. Only too 
often, they are passed over in the excitement of the 
Presidential campaign, particularly in these days when 
television makes the debate more exciting than it 
really is. 


“ 
During both Eisenhower Administrations, the Con­ 
gress was usually Democratic which made for delay 
and confusion. Were it not for the statesmanship of 
.Senator Lyndon Johnson, the Democratic Leader in the 
Senate and now candidate for Vice President, and 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, the business of the country 
would have been at a standstill. For it is Congress that 
appropriates the money for government operations and 
which determines fundamental government policy. The 
administrative agencies of government also make policy 
by day-by-day procedures, but it is Congress which can 
undo anything that an administrative agency does or 
can even abolish the agency. 


Ob the whole, the Congress of the Coiled States 
Is a superior body of men who represent every sec­ 
tion of the country and every phase of American 
life. There is still a predominance of lawyers, hut 
there are also businessmen, labor union men, pro­ 
fessors in universities, farmers, almost every kind 
et person. It is a cross section of American life 
and truly representative. 


The tendency in recent years in both parties has 
been to elect to the Senate and the House of Repre­ 
sentatives candidates who are neither conservatives 
nor radicals. Among the conservatives -ssho. remain-m— 
the Congress. Senator Styles Bridges of New Hamp- 
ahire is up for re-election this year. Senator Bridges is 
the leader of the Republicans in the Senate. He has 
been in the Senate 24 years and has served on some 
of its most important, committees. His influence upon 
his Republican colleagues has been enormous, particu­ 
larly since the death of Senator Robert A. Taft to whose 
position he succeeded 
It is very important for the 
conservative elements in the country that Senator 
Bridges be re-elected this year. So few men of his 
experience and quality remain in the upper house. 
He may, for the first time in his career, encounter 
Beme difficulty should Senator John Kennedy carry New 
Hampshire as he well may. Senator Bridges is popu­ 
lar in his state and the assumption is that he will be 
re-elected. 


Another Republican whose re-election to the Senate 
is regarded as essential to the continuity of the Repub­ 
lican leadership is Senator Karl E. Mundt of South 
Dakota. Senator Mundt in both the House of Repre­ 
sentatives and the Senate has been supporting sound 
legislation and has served on some of the most im­ 
portant committees of Congress. 
It was white Karl 
Mundt was temporarily presiding over the House Com­ 
mittee on Un-American Activities that Richard Nixon, 
then a novice in Congress, found his opportunity to 
uncover the activities of Alger Hiss. Mundt played an 
enormous rote in uncovering Communist infiltration in 
government, a condition which is now exposing itself 
again. 
It is interesting that both .Senators Bridges and 
Mundt started their careers as teachers. 


Among the Democrats, conservatives will favor 
Senator John L. McClellan of Arkansas who has 
been a member of the Senate Committee on Govern­ 
ment Operations. He has been a firm supporter of 
the Hoover Commission recommendations. As pre­ 
siding officer of the principal investigations into 
subversion and into labor union practices, he has 
P 
been outstandingly Judicial as well as Judicious. 
rn 
I mention only these three because were I a voter 
In their states, I would vote for these men. They have 
had long service, know how our particular and peculiar 
government functions and understand how the Congress 
operates in relationship to the Executive. One of the 
difficulties that a newcomer to Congress faces is his 
assumption that the Congress is a debating society, not 
a working body. The orators soon discover that the 
leadership lies not among those who, like Senator Wayne 
Morse, talk a lot but rather among those, like .Senators 
Bridges. Mundt and McClellan, who work hard. 
In a Presidential election it is too often overlooked 
that other names are on the ballots. This leads to what 
is called the straight vote; that is, for a1! on the same 
line with the Presidential candidate. Often excellent 
men are lost to the country because of this.

Capitalism-Communism Showdown 
Seen At UN General Assembly 


NEW YORK—There Is growing 
feeling around the lounges of the 
United Nations that the stage is 
being set for a dramatic show­ 
down between the communist and 
capitalist worlds. 
If this glittering gathering of 
heads of states from almost every 
country in the 
world — which 
Khrushchev wanted but we did 
not—does not produce something 
besides rancid debate and raucus 
street demonstrations, then the 
impasse of the cold war can only 
degenerate into definite danger. 
H a r o l d Macmillan, Britain’s 
prime 
minister 
who 
originally 
initiated the summit conference 
for the purpose of pepping up the 
p r e s t i g e of his Conservative 
Party, has rushed to New York 
in the role of rescuer. Jawaharlal 
Nehru, the erudite prime minister 
of India, has also come to spread 
his placid wisdom over the as­ 
sembly. But it will take more 
than the Oriental erudition 
of 
Nehru and the British tenacity of * 
Macmillan to get the UN General 
Assembly back on the track of 
responsible negotiation. 
The basic trouble is that the 
two men who lead the East and 
the West are prisoners of strong 
political factions back home. 
President Eisenhower, a man of 
good motive and autious dignity, 
has had his eye on the young can­ 
didate running to replace him. So 
he cannot afford to desert the 
Nixon strategy' of running against 
Khrushchev and 
claiming 
that

Khrushchev s Strategy Has Internal Aim 


WASHINGTON — What is the 
real reason for Nikita Khrush­ 
chev’s tactics at the U.N.? 
The conclusion is slowly crys­ 
tallizing that the Soviet premier 
has his mind primarily on the 
revolt that he is anxious to keep 
from breaking out someday in­ 
side the Soviet Union. His stra­ 
tegy is directed toward internal 
rather than external problems. 
Mr. Khrushchev doubtless feels 
that he doesn't have to worry 
about what the rest of the world 
says or thinks. Nothing is printed 
or broadcast anyhow in his own 
country without his permission. 
The Soviet 
premier, therefore, 
needs crisis after crisis to keep 
the minds of his people from be­ 
coming too restive over the hard­ 
ships suffered as the conditions 
of living inside the Soviet Union 
fail to rise to meet the standards 
of the rest of the world. The alibi 
given to the Russian people is 
that more and more money is 
needed for armaments. 
An examination of recent his­ 
tory reveals that if there isn’t 
a crisis going on to justify his 
policies, the Soviet premier has 
to create one. First it was West 
Berlin and then, when the Allies 
stood firm, this war scare died 
down. While the U-2 incident was 
made to order for Khrushchev s 
purposes, other U-2 flights in the 
previous four years could have 
readily been exploited, but the 
Soviet 
premier was too much 
absorbed in playing the role of 
“peacemaker for the world” at 
‘‘summit’’ conferences, Shooting 
down the U-2 gave him a chance 
for a quick turnabout in tactics. 
Khrushchev could then pose as a 
defender of Soviet sovereignty. 
He could rant and rave about 
the hostility of America and get 
more and more of the Soviet popu­ 
lation, intellectuals particularly, 
to believe that he was engaged 
in a heroic battle to protect them 
against 
the 
“warmongering” 
West. 
JLoJte some of the intellectuals in 
this country, the Russians of the 
same species are naive. 
They 
get wrapped up in big words and 
“dialectics.” They worry about 
“revision” of idologies, while all 
the time Khrushchev is conduct­ 
ing a diversionary tactic to cover

up his failure to get better hous­ 
ing, better wages and better liv­ 
ing for the 200,000,000 people he is 
supposed to rule. 
Russians are a patriotic people. 
So it is important for Nikita 
Khrushchev 
to 
keep 
Russian 
patriotism heated up 
to 
crisis 
temperatures all the time. Just 
as the Berlin crisis and the U-2 
crisis seemed to be dissolving in 
recent months, the Soviet premier 
deliberately ordered the RB-47 to 
be fired upon even though it was 
flying over the open seas. But 
since the American aircraft was 
close to Soviet shores, this af­ 
forded an opportunity for Nikita 
Khrushchev to show his vigilance 
in defending the homeland against 
“surprise attack,” 
Just as soon as the RB-47 in­ 
cident seemed to have yielded 
about as much mileage as possi­ 
ble for propaganda purposes, it 


was time to invent another crisis. 
So first came a deliberate inter­ 
vention in the Congo and then a 
decision to assail the United Na­ 
tions itself. Having been defeat­ 
ed 70 to 0 on the resolution that 
upheld the Secretary General, the 
Soviet premier now secs an op­ 
portunity to start a whole new 
series of arguments about the 
Secretary General’s office and to 
create an even bigger sensation in 
the press of his own country as 
the man who dictates how the 
U. N. shall be run. 
What can be done with such 
a man who knows neither man­ 
ners nor ethics nor morality nor 
integrity and 
who 
nevertheless 
says he speaks for 200.000,000 peo­ 
ple inside the Soviet Union as 
well as many millions more in 
the countries now dominated by 
Communism? 
There is only one course open.

ed. It is, for instance, right up 
the Soviet alley for some Amer­ 
icans of prominence to say it was 
“silly” 
to 
limit 
Khrushchev's 
movements to Manhattan. It was 
the very thing to do to a man 
who limits the 
movements 
of 
American high officials in the 
Soviet Union, It was a humiliating 
blow 
for Khrushchev. Its 
true 
meaning will 
sooner 
or 
later 
reach 
the Soviet people and tend 
to deflate his position as an al­ 
leged leader of world opinion. 
The United States and its allies 
must also start energetically to 
use the publicity weapon effec­ 
tively. For though radio broad­ 
casts 
are jammed by the 
Rus­ 
sians. 
there 
should 
be 
more 
speeches made by our own offi­ 
cials telling the world that Khrush­ 
chev is afraid to let his own pen- 
pie know what other peoples are 
faying 
or 
thinking. 
Word-of- 
mouth communication is still more 
penetrating than any mechanical 
means. Ideas beamed to eastern 
Europe by radio are carried over 
the borders by travelers and tour­ 
ists, and will eventually make a 
sham of Khrushchev’s effort to 
pose as a heroic worker for peace. 
The West could, for instance, 
reopen the whole issue of “col­ 
onialism ” rn Hungary and the 
satellite states. Why, moreover, 
w'asn t the Soviet leader formally 
accused of treason against the 
United Nations when Communist 
arms and planes were sent into 
the Congo to thwart the U. N. 
military effort there? 
The sooner the fight is turned 
on the Russian dictator himself, 
the sooner will the people behind 
the Iron Curtain wake up to the 
fact that an irresponsible boor is 


disaster which would destroy mil­ 
lions of innocent men, women and 
children on

sides.

Itching was noted first at night.

when the source was removed A 
IO per cent DDT solution or a 
DDT aerosol bomb is safe to use 
to decontaminate the room and 
the air conditioner. 
Avian mites are found in a 
variety of birds, including chick­ 
ens, canaries, pigeons, swallows, 
and warblers.

Kennedy 
is 
too 
soft 
toward 
Khrushchev by holding out any 
olive branches to Khrushchev. 
Mr. K And Red China 
And Mr. K, a practical politi­ 
cian and diplomatic backslapper, 
has had his eye on the Red Chi­ 
nese who claim war is inevitable, 
together with the Stalinists who 
once came close to ousting him 
from the Kremlin. 
The result: While Eisenhower 
will be out of office in four months 
so that his policies could be re­ 
versed by his successor, Khrush­ 
chev probably can’t reverse him­ 
self. 
His bellicose speech demanding 
the end of Hammarskjold and the 
ham-stringing of the United Na­ 
tions has put him in a three-way 
bind. On one side is the West 
which is not going to yield to his 
unreasonable demands. 
On the 
same side are most of the African 
republics who. though dazzled by 
Khrushchev’s big talk, are smart 
enough to see through it. 
Finally, and most important, is 
Mr. K’s problem back home. In 
the past he has usually been able 
to squirm out of impasses abroad. 
One advantage of absolute rulers 
is that they can turn somersaults 
abroad and not have to accghnt 
to the public at home. But the 
public in Russia is getting a bit 
more uppity now. 
Much more 
uppity, in fact, dwonright unruly. 
is Mr. K’s Red Chinese ally and 
some of his own comrades inside 
the Kremlin. 
Unquestionably, Khrushchev has 
adopted a course in New York of 
trying to get what he wants with­ 
out war. He wants to show the 
Red Chinese, who say that war 
is inevitable, that they are wrong, 
and that he can wring major con­ 
cessions from the West by sub­ 
stituting blustering diplomacy for 
war. Unquestionably Mr. K does 
not want war. 
Mr. K'g Dire Alternatives 
But suppose he fails in New 
York—as he is almost certain to 
fail. Suppose he does not get from 
the West the revision of the UN 
that he wants, or the end of Mr. 
Hammarskjold. and the steps to­ 
ward disarmament which he says 
are tied to revision of the UN. 
Then what does he do? 
He must either admit failure to 
the Red Chinese—admit that their 
theory about war with capitalism. 
not his, is right. Or he must break 
with the Red Chinese and start 
Russia off on a new and indepen­ 
dent course. The latter may come 
eventually, but it certainly will 
not come now, for two reasons: 
L We have given Mr. K no in­ 
ducements to move in our direc­ 
tion. 
2. It's doubtful if the Stalinists 


inside the Kremlin would let Mr. 
K break with the Red Chinese. 
They believe with them that war 
may well be inevitable. 
So this leaves the resourceful 
Mr. K heading toward a show­ 
down with the capitalist world 
with all the militaristic overtones 
which a showdown represents. 
This 
may 
hive 
been 
why 
Khrushchev we’:' o extraordinary 
lengths to brin 
every leader of 
the Communist world ‘except Red 
China, which was barred) to New 
York. He knew that a showdown 
was 
inevitable, 
and 
whichever 
way he had to move, he wanted 
the leaders of world communism 
to be present as witnesses and 
consultants. 
If things moved toward peace, 
he would need them as supporters 
in any subsequent showdown with 
Red China, lf they moved in re­ 
verse he would need their support 
for what might lead to war. 
This is not a happy view of the 
drift at the United Nations, but 
the world's drift has not been 


happy ever since the storm cre­ 
ated over the U-2 flight led to the 
break-up of the summit confer­ 
ence. So diplomats are watching 
to see what the tenacious in- 
gemuty of Prime Minister Mac­ 
millan and the wise patience of 
Prime Minister Nehru can do to 
get the drift detoured 
Kennedy Drops Criticism 
A secret phone call from th# 
office of Secretary of State Her- 
ter was made to Sen. Jack Ken­ 
nedy the other day—with the re­ 
sult 
that 
he 
abandoned 
on# 
severe criticism of the Eisen­ 
hower Administration. 
Kennedy had charged that the 
Eisenhower 
Administraiton 
had 
let IO Soviet airplanes refuel at a 
NATO base in Athens, Greece, en 
route to the Congo, and that these 
planes had then been turned over 
to Premier Uimumba to deploy 
troops against the United Nations. 
Kennedy was. right that the 
Russian 
planes, 
which 
had 
a 
short range, could not possibly 
have crossed the Mediterranean, 
en rouet to Africa, without re­ 
fueling some place in Greece. 
And the Greek government had 
permitted them to stop in Athens. 
However, Max Krebs, assistant 
to Secretary Herter, phoned Ken­ 
nedy to explain that Moscow had 
only told the Greek government 
that the planes would carry food 
for the Congo, and that Greece 
had no way of knowing that the 
planes would be turned over to 
L u m u m b a . 
Furthermore 
the 
planes actually refueled at the 
Athens airport, not at a NATO 
base. 
Satisfied, Kennedy dropped his 
criticism.

A parking m eter survey o f Cum­ 
berland is being studied by Police 
Comm issioner Philm ore Flem ing 
and departm ent officials. 
The survey w as made by the 
Koontz Equipm ent Corporation of“ 
Pittsburgh, 
which 
has 
supplied 
about 85 per cent of the city’s 
parking m eters. 
Mr. Flem ing said the firm vol- 
unteered to m ake the survey after 
noting m any of the devices here 
are obsolete and should be re ­ 
placed with m odern m eters. 
The firm said suggestions m ade 
in 
the 
survey 
would 
increase 
parking turnover more than 50 
per cent, m aterially increase reve- 
nues, cut traffic congestion m ore 
than 20 per cent, virtually elim i­ 
nate double 
parking, 
speed up 
traffic movem ent and designate 
procedures for an off-street park­ 
ing lot. 
In general, it recom m ends that 
additional 15-minute parking m e­ 
ters be installed for the conveni­ 
ence of short-tim e parkers, th at 
additional two-hour, five-hour and 
10-hour m eters be installed on the 
perim eter of the shopping area. 


It was also recom m ended that 
66 m eters be placed on a parking 
lot off Greene Street.
